books. I told him I did and he said

without a prayer hook. A few -weeks 
later the boy was 
baptized 
in the. 


Christian faith. 
We have in South India 300 Chris- 
tian churches. Then we have nearly 75

The Late Paul Biiiirr 


In the background o[ the munition 


industry in Lowell but nevertheless, ef- 
fectively so, was the master bullet- 
maker of them all, the late Paul Butler. 
No cataloguing of the men respon- 
sible for the success of this great in- 
dustry would be just or complete un- 
less it included Air. nutter's name. 


Most people would answer if called 


upon, that the industry was founded 
by Gen. B. !•'. Butler of Civil war fame. 
But Gen. F.utler is drad a long time, 
even his intimates and progressive men 
of his period are dead, nearly all of 
them, and with this fact 
recognized 


most of "Lowell's citizens tot! ay r ecu 11 
Paul Butler as the man looked up to 
as head of the U. S. Cartridge company. 
They recall that his father founded an 
industry hut it was t i i c son who t o o k 
thc humble beginning of it. and out of 
what ho had to do with, coupled with 
his own wonderful inventive and busi- 
ness ability, 
laid a foundation that 


could, when the predestined time came, 
turn out a third of all the cartridges 
the American armies overseas tired n t 
the Hun enemy. 


"An inventive and business ability 


combined." something that occurs only 
in rare instances. 
Paul Uutlpr -was a 


Harvard graduate and had absorbed all 
the good and useful things that th? 
atmosphere of that famous tinivcrsity 
w on Id give a you nee man, yet he waa 
not so inflated after his graduation 
from college that, coming to Lowell he 
would refuse to don overalls and jump- 
er and learn the craft of a machinist. 
In fact this is exactly what he did do. 


The result is seen in the bullet- mak- 


ing machines at the plants, machines of 
such accuracy in functioning, and such 
quickness of action that to a layman 
it serin? almost as if they were hu- 
man-brained. 
Paul Butler learned to 


make and repair machinery and Ihuu 
he proceeded to invent and Improve 
on the machinery he found in 'his fath- 
er's plant. He encouraged all sorts of 
original experiments on the part of 
his workmen and the whole result of 
his l i f e as an executive and 
hf*arl of 


this company in its peace time opera- 
tions was such that when Capt. Doe 
and Mr. Cahill came to Lowell, tney 
had the advantage of stepping directly 
into a plant where skill of the most 
expert degree was not uncommon or, 
in other words, here was truly a guild 
of ammunition makers.

could give, orders for cartridges of 
such magnitude that not only could 
all the available manufacturing fa- 
cilities of the United States Cartridge 
Co. be utilized for a working day of 
31 hours, but these agents confiden- 
tially told the Cartridge shop people 
that the war looked to be of so dis- 
mally 
indefinite a duration, they be 


lieved it would be well for the Car- 
tridge company—looking at the mat-

business enterprise aro audited by ex- 
perts called in from outside. 
Tlie employment, of professional au- 
ditors to audit the accounts kept by 
other accountants is no reflection oh 
the ability or fitness of the account- 
ants; in 
I he same way, tho employ- 
ment of educators from a distance to 
survey a school department raises no 
question in the minds of the well in- 
formed as to the ability or Qtness of 
local men to do the work.
